lions caused by It in Franco-

sence— yes, interference — nol" 
The developments In Chad have 
made some adjustments lo this 
formula, which now reads: 
"Presence Is equivalent to In- 
terference". 

At Vittel Mitterrand's line 
remained unchanged, and quite 
understandably, "Lea Echos" 
wrote, some African leaders are 
now starling to question the use 
of such annual reunions. 

The French president solicited 
advice from his Vittel counter- 
parts on bow best to prepare the 
ground for a peaceful way out 
of the Chadian situation. 

In fact, there Is such a way 
out. Africa believes that the 
Chadian conflict should bo 
settled through negotiation by 
the Chadians themselves. It is 
feasible to reach a sensible 
agreement between the warring 
parties under the aegis of tho 
Organization of African Unity 
provided that France and the US 
stop theii intervention, advice 
which Paris would do well lo 
heed.

BelrnL The Israeli Invaders, 
who now occupy nearly one- 
third of Lebanese territory, are 
actively ‘'developing" the south 
of Ihe country turning It into a 
huge area of fortification. The 
invaders have confiscated (and 
from Lebanese farmers In order 
to build an extensive netwoik 
of fortified positions, shelters, 
aircraft runways, helicopter 
landing sties, military camps, 
barracks and storage depots. 
Along the Awal! River, which 
has been converted into a 
natural boundary, construction 
of powerful gun and mortar 
emplacements is being carried 
out and live electric barbed wire 
is being Installed.

guarded checking posts which 
allow people to enter and leave 
Southern Lebanon after numer- 
ous rigid formalities, searches 
and check-ups of identity papers 
In keeping with strict regula- 
tions Imposed by the Israeli 
military administration. 

It is pointed out here that Tel 
Aviv's provocative actions

Different nuts from 
one plantation 

There are two types of nuts 
—hazel and walnut being har- 
vested from one plantation on 
too Yargara forest farm in 
Moldavia. 

This accomplishment was 
preceded by a great deal of 
experimenting by the forest 
farmers who hod decided to 
plant an orchard of tha tradi- 
tional walnut on a stretch of 
land unsuitable for agriculture. 
Their difficulty was that wal- 
nuts cannot tolerate (ho dose 
proximity of other trees, and 
they had to plant trees at In- 
tervals of nearly ten metres 
apart to givo each tree enough 
sunlight. At this point, some- 
one suggested the planting of 
smaller hazelnut trees in the 
space between the walnuts. 
Hazel seedlings wero brought 
from tha Northern Caucasus, 
Azerbaijan, and the Ukraine to 
be planted in rows he! ween 
the walnut trees. 

At present, nearly ten tonnes 
of nuts are gathered from each 
hectare of this combined plan- 
tation.

The 
monument Is considered ono of 
the best among (he numerous 
sculptured facsimiles ol the

Destroyed during World

ied in 10411. Today, 11 houses a 
museum wldrh is dedicated |o 
Pushkin's liirmallvo years and 
his L-aily poetry written In 
Tsarskoyo Selo.

How many 
homes 


by 1983? 


David KHODZHAYEV, 

deputy chief of housing and 
communal economy department 
of Ihe USSR Stale Planning 
Committee 


Pour out ol ten million flats 
and single-family houses, out- 
lined for the current live-year 
plan period, hove been built 
and occupied in the first two 
years, Another 040,000 units 
were pul Into operation over the 
past six months. However, tak- 
ing Info account the continuing 
shortage o! housing in the 
country, wo exported to turn 
over for tenancy somewhat 
more. 

The aim o! tho Soviet Union 
is lo uphold by Iho end at Ihe 
current dccado the principle "n 
separate ilal (or oach family" 
(at present over 80 per ceill of 
citizens have such bousing 
standards). To achieve this, wc 
have lo retain the housing con- 
struction rales at Ihe level ol 
2-2.2 million flats per year. 

A ma|or lea ture ol Ihe current 
live year period is lo Increase 
housing tonsil uctlon In Ihe 
Laiinlry.s:dc. and In Siberia and 
the Far EjsI. This will involve 
li', filter rusls, yet I lie slalo cov- 
ers this .idillHoufl] expense. Equ- 
al sudo-eroiiomlc comHIIons for 
all no mailer uheie people live, 
Is a major aspect ot the gov- 
ernment's social policy. On the 
whole, housing const ruction will 
amnunl tn nearly 1 00 000 million 
roubles in five years. Besides, 
considerable sums are being allo- 
cated in ensuro additional 
privileges arc granted lo the co- 
operative and Individual build- 
ers. Grants and better credit 
terms are also envisaged. 

In the postwar decades, when 
Ihe need for housing was espe- 
cially acute, we strove in the 
first place lo build aa many flats 
and houses as possible, some- 
times delaying Ihe construction 
of schools, kindergartens, nur- 
series, hospitals and pol yd lutes, 
as well as cultural, trading and 
welfare enterprises. The appro 
acb lo Ihls problem baa changed 
Tha principle of priority con 
■trucllon of dwelling over lo 
dus trial enterprises Is being 
carried out in Ihe current five- 
year period more firmly than 
over before. 

As for tbe Improvement of 
available housing, in Ihls Ueld 
the Soviet Union la a recognized 
leader. We have today Ihe 
world's h'gbest level of provld 
Ing dwellings with adequate sa 
Hilary facilities! all houses and 
flats In dtles and settlemeols of 
(he country are provided with 
electricity, 90 per coni have 
bnlll-ln water-supply system, 
sewerage and gas, 86 per cent 
have central healing.. 

Keeping homes In good condl 
lion Is' carried out on s ' perma- 
nent buis And almost on Ihft 
same scale as tor new building.
